SECTION 8-2. USES REQUIRING A CONDITIONAL USE PERMIT. 
 
NEW 
8-2-21 Motor vehicle painting, upholstering, and body and fender work in a facility 

replacing an existing legally nonconforming facility, provided that all service and 
repair of motor vehicles shall be within a building enclosed on all sides.  No 
entrances to individual service bays shall be oriented to any public street, nor be 
oriented toward a residential district. Damaged motor vehicles awaiting repair shall 
be contained within a completely enclosed building or within an area enclosed on all 
sides by screening meeting the requirements of Section 19-5-6.4d of this Ordinance.
